Wright  Wins,  9  to  4,  at 
Garnsey  Park 


Muffing  two  opportunities  to  score 
runs,  the  Joliet  Junior  college  base¬ 
ball  team  lost  their  final  game  of  the 
season  to  Wright  Junior  college,  9  to  4, 
Monday  afternoon  on  the  Garnsey  Park 
diamond. 

Bob  Erickson,  flashy  second  sacker, 
was  spiked  on  the  right  hand  in  the 
fifth  inning  of  the  game  and  was  taken 
to  the  hospital.  However,  the  wound 
was  not  found  to  be  serious. 

Willsmen  Fail  in  Pinches 

Bob  Zajac,  possessor  of  three  vic¬ 
tories  this  season,  started  on  the  mound 
for  the  Jaycees,  but  had  to  be  re¬ 
lieved  by  Bob  Bagnell  when  he  faltered 
in  the  fifth  inning.  Bagnell  pitched 
good  relief  ball,  allowing  two  hits  and 
striking  out  six  batters  in  his  four 
inning  span.  Zajac  led  the  hitting  de¬ 
partment,  smacking  out  two  long  dou¬ 
bles,  and  scoring  three  of  the  four 
Joliet  markers. 

The  Willsmen  had  a  golden  oppor¬ 
tunity  in  the  second  inning,  when  Fris 
and  Bagnell  walked  and  Powell  was 
safe  on  an  error,  loading  the  bases 
with  two  outs.
